The following is a response to the Office Action of January 12, 2005. 
The Examiner has rejected pending Claims 11-13 under 35 U.S.C 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Whitehouse et al., U.S. Patent No. 5,962,851. 
Regarding Claims 11, 12, and 13, the Examiner states: 



"Whitehouse et al. (5,962,851) disclose, figs. 10 and 14, a mass 
spectrometer apparatus for analyzing chemical species. The apparatus 
includes a time-of-flight mass analyzer 127; an ion pulsing region 135; a 
detector 131; an ion source 112 for forming an ion beam 134; a two- 
dimensional multipole ion guide 118 having an entrance end and an exit 
end, and formed of a plurality of spaced apart rods parallel to each other 
and an axis of the ion beam 134; electrostatic lenses 123, 124 and 125 
controllably applied by the time of pulsing period for pulsing ions 
transferred into the pulsing region 135 to the time-of-flight mass analyzer 
127; and an exit lens 120 for gating the ions in the ion guide 1 18 to 
prevent excessive charge buildup in the ion guide 1 1 8 (see col. 15, line 32 
to col. 19, line 9)."
